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Greenpeace climbers occupy 
Arctic oil rig 



Should drilling for oil be 
banned in the Arctic? 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark 
(AFP) - Two Greenpeace ac¬ 
tivists occupied a drilling plat¬ 
form in southwestern 
Greenland Sunday to protest 
oil prospecting in the Arctic, 
causing the government to 
issue an angry reaction. 

The activists, who arrived 
by rubber dinghy, climbed the 
53,000-tonne "Leif Eiriksson", 
a rig due to begin drilling for 
oil for Scottish company Cairn 
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Energy. 

They placed themselves in 
a survival pod that now hangs 
from the platform 30 metres 
above icy water below, Green¬ 
peace said. 

"The two men are in this 
capsule with enough supplies 
for 10 days," said Birgitte 
Lesanner, Greenpeace spokes¬ 
woman in Denmark. 

The event took place Sun¬ 
day , about 100 kilometres (60 
miles) off the coast of Green¬ 
land's capital, Nuuk. 

The platform was on its 
way to its field of operations 
where two seperate drilling ex¬ 
plorations are to take place be¬ 
fore December, when Arctic 
water begins icing over. 

"Cairn Energy plays dan¬ 
gerously with Greenland's na¬ 
ture," said Greenpeace in a 
statement, deploring that the 
Scottish oil company stayed 


WASHINGTON,(AFP) - The 
vast majority of countries 
around the world have be¬ 
come more accepting of ho¬ 
mo sexuality, withthe 
exception of Russia and other 
former socialist countries, a 
new study has found. 

Approval of homosexual¬ 
ity increased in 27 countries 
and decreased in only four: 
Cyprus, the Czech Republic, 
Latvia and Russia, the study 
noted. 

The growth in approval 
ratings was stronger than the 
decline. 

The study rated the top 
five most tolerant countries 
regarding homosexuality as 
the Netherlands, Denmark, 
Norway, Switzerland, and 
Belgium, according to the 
survey. 

The bottom half of the list 


"deaf to calls by environmental 
organisations, fishermen and 
warnings by Canada and the 
United Kingdom against 
drilling in the Arctic." 

"Greenpeace is acting cyni¬ 
cally, at the expense of the le¬

Greenland, an overseas ter¬ 
ritory of Denmark, is looking 
to oil prospecting as a way to 
ensure its economic independ¬ 
ence. 

Cairn Energy has told 
Greenland authorities that it 
will continue moving its plat¬ 
form towards the agreed 
drilling point and it has not ex¬ 
cluded asking police to evict 
the two activists.

Obamas Missouri 
tornado disaster 
'a national tragedy 1 


JOPLIN, U.S. (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, paying 
tribute to victims of one of 
deadliest tornadoes in US his¬ 
tory, pledged Sunday to stand 
with Joplin, Missouri "every 
step of the way" as it rebuilds. 

"We will be with you every 
step of the way," the president 
said, raising his voice over ap¬ 
plause. "The cameras may 
leave, the spotlight may shift. 
But we will be with you every 
step of the way until Joplin is 
restored and this community is 
back on its feet." 

The massive tornado, 
which killed 142 people in this 
town of 50,000, was one of the 
worst ever in the United 
States. Missouri Governor Jay 
Nixon said Sunday that 44 
people remain missing. 

The president's motorcade 
drove through some of the 
hardest-hit areas, stopping 
along with Nixon to talk to 
residents, many of whose 


homes were destroyed by the 
200 miles per hour (300 kilo¬ 
meter per hour) winds. 

Obama also praised volun¬ 
teers: "Some of you used your 
pickup trucks as ambulances, 
carrying the injured on doors 
that served as stretchers. Your 
restaurants have rushed food 
to people in need. Businesses 
have filled trucks with dona¬ 
tions. You've waited in line for 
hours to donate blood." 

At the memorial service, 
Missouri's governor pledged 
to rebuild. "The people of 
Missouri were born for this 
mission," Nixon said. "We are 
famously stubborn and self-re¬ 
liant, practical, impatient. No 
storm, no fire, no flood can 
turn us from our task. 

Crews continued searching 
for the missing, seven days 
after the tornado tore apart 
everything it touched along a 
path four miles (six kilome¬ 
ters) long.

ORANJESTAD - Aruba Air¬ 
port Authority N.V. (AAA), 
who manages Aeropuerto In- 
ternacional Reina Beatrix, has 
an important task during the 
hurricane season, since tha 
fact that Aruba has only one 
airport and one runway. 

Although Aruba lies at the 
fringes of the hurricane belt, 
nature has still proven to be 
unpredictable despite of all 
the advanced technology that 
we have today to predict and 
monitor natural disasters. 

In case of a hurricane hit, 
the first international help will 
arrive by air and therefore we 
need to take all necessary pre¬ 
caution to minimize damage 
to our airport facilities. 

The hurricane season starts 
every year on June 1 and ends 
on November 30. 

At AAA, a specific work¬ 
group, named the Hurricane 
Preparedness Working Group 
(HPWG), consisting of mem¬ 
bers from all units of the AAA 
organization has the task to 


take all preventive actions ac¬ 
cording to the Hurricane Pre¬ 
paredness Plan. 

The Airside Safety Man¬ 
agement Unit is in charge of 
the annual update of the Hur¬ 
ricane Preparedness Plan with 
the sole aim to safeguard the 
airport facilities for possible 
hurricane hit during afore¬ 
mentioned period. 

Last week the chairman of 
the HPWG met with the mem¬ 
bers to review the manual and 
to start the preparations for the 
hurricane season. An impor¬ 
tant task of this group is the 
monitoring of current weather 
in our area and to inform 
AAA's management team of 
approaching bad weather and 
to activate the Hurricane Plan. 

According to the chairman, 
Mr. Eric Martijn, Head Air- 
side Safety Management Unit, 
in the last 7 years the plan was 
activated only once in which 
our airport was closed due to 
safety precaution.

This is after 
the generous discount al¬ 
lowed Kiki by Contreras 
Clinic, who do their best to 
try and save the dogs she res¬ 
cues. 

Kiki has already advanced 
the funds to save another dog 
from a loving home, which 
was also injured from a hit 
and run; they had fallen on 
hard times and already spent 
all their spare cash to try and 
save its leg. Kiki is still 
scrounging for donations to 
cover regular expenses and 
neutering for all the adopted 
animals, as well as trying to 
collect the funds needed to 
build a proper facility to ac¬ 
commodate over 200 dogs. 
She is hoping a kind soul will 
contact her to pay for 


Stephan’s operation, as his 
eye may go gangrene, and it 
is causing him quite some 
pain, he needs the operation 
as soon as possible. 

Since coming to live on 
Aruba 14 years ago, Kiki has 
been retrieving dogs and cats 
off the streets and nursing 
them back to health, while 
psychologically rehabilitating 
them to their naturally affec¬ 
tionate and devoted disposi¬ 
tions. They are living proof 
that a little kindness goes a 
long way. If you wish to as¬ 
sist in some way with this 
current campaign to save 
Stephan or to adopt a dog, 
call 565-2130 or 742-8732. It 
is not unusual for vacationers 
to return to their homes with 
one of our very appealing 
“cunucu dogs.” Just such a 
story was featured in the Feb¬ 
ruary 2011 edition of “Dog 
Fancy” magazine.

Tablets, 3D In focus at 
future-shaping Taiwan 
IT show 



TAIPEI (AFP) - The ques¬ 
tion of how to get 3D tech¬ 
nology into every living 
room and a tablet computer 
into every hand is set to dom¬ 
inate Asia's largest IT fair 
which opens in Taiwan this 
week. 

Around 1,800 exhibitors 
from across the world will 
descend on Taipei for the 
Computex fair, which runs 
from Tuesday to Sunday, 
hoping to generate an esti¬ 
mated $23 billion of sales 
from 36,000 buyers, organis¬ 
ers say. 

Under the slogan "Shap¬ 
ing the future!" the fair will 
showcase a cascade of new 
products designed to stir the 
interest of tech-savvy con¬ 
sumers. 

3D is expected to take 
centre stage, as the technol¬ 
ogy becomes cheaper and mi¬ 
grates from multiplex 
cinemas to ordinary homes. 

"In the past, the resolution 
of the TV displays was low, 
and people could only watch 
3D movies in the theatre, 
where they also had to wear 
goggles," said Stephen Jeng, 
secretary-general of the 3D 
Interaction and Display Al¬ 
liance. 

"But now, equipped with 
Blu-ray 3D players, people 
can see movies at home on 
their own TVs." 

Most exhibitors are tight- 
lipped over what new gadgets 
they will unveil at the show, 
hoping the element of sur¬ 
prise will add to the impact 
among potential customers. 

But among technologies 
confirmed to be on display is 
one developed by the Indus¬ 
trial Technology Research In¬ 
stitute (ITRI), a semi-official 
research body in Taiwan, al¬ 
lowing 2D and 3D to be 
showed alongside each other 
on displays. 

Another example of 
what's in store is The 
HoloAD, a box-like device 
developed by Taiwan-based 
company Innovision, which 
allows a three-dimensional 
display for advertisements. 

The development of 3D 


content remains slow due to 
high production costs, but 
forecasts for the sector are 
bullish. 

In 2011 up to 12.9 million 
TV sets with built-in 3D may 
be sold worldwide, up from 
3.5 million last year, accord¬ 
ing to a forecast from ITRI. 

Last year's global sales of 
3D TV panels accounted for 
2.1 percent of the total num¬ 
ber of panels sold worldwide, 
according to the institute 
which expects the figure to 
treble this year before soaring 
to over 50 percent by 2015. 

Technology giants such as 
Samsung of South Korea and 
Japan's Sony have already re¬ 
leased 3D televisions sets, 
and Taiwan players are ex¬ 
pected to follow later this 
year. 

Taiwanese manufacturers 
BenQ and Chimei both plan 
to launch 3D televisions in 
2011 . 

Chimei Innolux Corp, a 
leading liquid crystal display 
panel maker, is one of the 
Taiwan high-tech companies 
now tying a major part of its 
revenue stream to the new 
format. 

"Our 3D display sales in 
China, largely for use in 
desktop monitors and TV 
sets, will account for 20 per¬ 
cent of total shipments there," 
said spokeswoman Loreta 
Chen. 

The other hot new sector 
to be showcased at Computex 
is the tablet computer, which 
has seen a proliferation of 
brands hit the market since 
Apple's groundbreaking iPad 
was released in April last 
year. 

This trend is spawning 
whole new industries, such as 
a solar power-generating 
cover for iPad-type devices 
and e-books, developed by 
Portable Solar Power, based 
in the Taipei area. 

"Since the iPad was put 
on the market, it has swept 
the world, and demand will 
be even stronger this year," 
said Chang Li from the Taipei 
Computer Association which 
co-hosts the annual event. 
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Climate change to deal blow 
to fruits, nuts: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Climate change is expected 
to alter the global industry in 
fruits and nuts dramatically 
as tree crops such as pista¬ 
chios and cherries struggle in 
the rising temperatures, re¬ 
searchers said. 

A study said that even if 
polluters took greater action 
to cut carbon emissions, the 
impact of climate change will 
likely be severe enough that 
the nearly $100 billion-a-year 
fruit and nut industry needs to 
reassess planning. 

Trees in temperate regions 
evolved to need a chilly pe¬ 
riod so they can grow in the 
spring. Rising temperatures 
pose a special problem for 
temperate but comparatively 
warm areas where the winter 
chill is already in short sup- 
ply. 

The study, published in 
May by the online journal 
PLoS One, expected fruit and 
nut trees to be highly affected 
in California, the southeast¬ 
ern United States, China's 
Yunnan province and south¬ 
ern and southwestern Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Areas that have already 
seen the worst losses of win¬ 
ter chill include Israel, Mo¬ 
rocco, Tunisia and the Cape 
region of South Africa, the 
study said. 


Common fruits and nuts in 
the warmer temperate areas 
include pistachios, which are 
popular in Iran and Califor¬ 
nia, along with walnuts, cher¬ 
ries and peaches. 

Co-author Eike Luedeling 
of the Nairobi-based World 
Agroforestry Centre said that 
farmers making long-term in¬ 
vestments needed to realize 
quickly that fruits and nuts 
are more vulnerable than 
many other crops. 

"If I'm growing wheat or 
maize, then from one year to 
the next I can decide whether 
to plant a little late or plant a 
little earlier or plant a differ¬ 
ent variety," Luedeling said. 

"But for trees, you can’t. 
Once you've made a decision 
to plant a certain crop, you're 
locked in for 30 years," he 
said. 

Luedeling, who observed 
the problem of declining 
yields while researching trees 
in Oman, said that the eco¬ 
nomic impact of climate 
change to fruits and nuts 
would depend on decisions 
being made now. 

"If farmers wake up to the 
reality of climate change and 
start making these adjust¬ 
ments — switching to culti- 
vars that are appropriate in 
the future, but not necessarily 
now yet — then the disruption 


to markets could be mini¬ 
mal," he said. 

"But if we don't, if farmers 
believe they can keep doing 
what their grandfathers have 
done, then we will see some 
serious problems," he said. 

Climate change is forecast 
to have less impact on cooler 
temperate regions and the 
winter chill may actually in¬ 
crease in some colder re¬ 
gions, the study found. 

Co-author Evan Girvetz, a 
senior climate scientist at The 
Nature Conservancy, a US 
environmental group, said 
cooler regions had a greater 
window for rising tempera¬ 
tures as they started out with 
more days of winter chill. 

But many warmer areas 
are "already on that edge of 
not having enough cold tem¬ 
peratures during the winter 
for good fruit and nut produc¬ 
tion," Girvetz said. 

"They have years when 
you don't have enough full 
production and as we move 
into the future, we are finding 
that that's going to become 
more common," he said. 

Even if the world cuts 
down on greenhouse gas 
emissions, "we are still pro¬ 
jecting that the suitability for 
growing these crops is likely 
to decrease," he said. 

The UN Intergovernmen¬ 
tal Panel on Climate Change 
in a major report in 2007 
forecast that the world would 
heat up by 1.8 to 4.0 degrees 
Celsius (3.2-7.2 degrees 
Fahrenheit) by 2100 com¬ 
pared with pre-industrial lev¬ 
els and that some damage 
was irreversible. 

however, political mo¬ 
mentum to fight climate 
change has since declined, 
especially in the United 
States, with a number of con¬ 
servative lawmakers raising 
doubts about the science and 
saying that action is too 
costly.

BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
Germany said Sunday it was 
pulling out all the stops to lo¬ 
cate the exact source of an out¬ 
break of E. coli bacteria 
poisoning blamed for 10 
deaths, which authorities sus¬ 
pect may have originated in 
Spain. 

"Until experts in Germany 
and Spain are able to posi¬ 
tively identify the source of 
the pathogen, general warn¬ 
ings about vegetables remain 
valid," Consumer Affairs Min¬ 
ister Ilse Aigner told the Bild 
am Sonntag newspaper. 

The European Commission 
said on Friday that organic cu¬ 
cumbers from southern Spain 
have been confirmed as a 
source of the outbreak of en- 
terohaemorrhagic E. coli 
(EHEC) poisoning. 

Germany's national disease 
institute, the Robert Koch In¬ 
stitute (RKI), has said two 
deaths were from haemolytic 
uraemic syndrome (HUS), a 
disease caused by EHEC that 
can lead to bloody diarrhoea 
and serious liver damage. 

But there are eight other 
suspected HUS deaths, and the 


RKI has said that close to 300 
people have contracted the dis¬ 
ease in recent weeks. Nor¬ 
mally about 60 people in 
Germany a year contract HUS. 

Spanish authorities said 
Saturday they had introduced 
restrictions on two distribu¬ 
tors. Andalusia's regional 
council said suspect batches 
had been withdrawn pending 
tests, results of which were 
due today. 

But the European Commis¬ 
sion said a batch of cucumbers 
originating either in The 
Netherlands or in Denmark, 
and traded in Germany, was 
also under investigation. 

The epicentre of the out¬ 
break has been in northern 
Germany, with more than 
1,000 people suspected of 
being infected, reports said. 
Several are said to be fighting 
for their lives. 

The RKI said last week that 
a study conducted with the 
Federal Institute for Risk As¬ 
sessment (BfR) had shown 
that those affected had eaten 
significantly above-average 
amounts of tomatoes, lettuce 
and cucumbers.

ATHENS, Greece (AFP) -

The non-political, non-ide- 
ological demonstrations are 
modelled on a similar mobili¬ 
sation in Spain led by a group 
calling themselves "the indig- 
nants." 

In Greece protests are usu¬ 
ally tightly controlled by 
unions and parties. 

The head of the eurozone 
finance ministers, Jean- 
Claude Juncker, warned last 
week that the International 
Monetary Fund may block the 
next 12-billion-euro (17-bil- 
lion-dollar) installment, the 
fifth tranche in a 110-billion- 
euro loan package agreed for 
the country. 


PARIS, France (AFP) - French 
politics was rocked on Sunday 
by another sex scandal when a 
minister accused of harassment 
resigned, two weeks after ex- 
IMF chief Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn's sensational New York 
arrest on sex crime charges. 

His resignation came after 
prosecutors this week opened a 
preliminary investigation into 
accusations of sexual aggres¬ 
sion and rape against Tron, 
whose lawyer has described his 
accusers as "inveterate liars." 

The 53-year-old minister 
said in his resignation letter he 
would disprove the "vindic¬ 
tive" accusations by the former 
municipal employees, one of 
whom he said was sacked for 
fraud and the other for "undig¬ 
nified behaviour." 

The two women, aged 34 
and 36, claimed in the com¬ 
plaints they lodged with the 
public prosecutor that Tron as¬ 
saulted them between 2007 and 
2010 while they worked in the 
town hall of the south Paris 
suburb Draveil, where Tron is 
mayor. 


Tron has linked the case to 
a feud with relatives of right- 
wing National Front leader 
Marine Le Pen living in 
Draveil, which prompted Le 
Pen to announce that she was 
suing him for defamation. 

After examining the evi¬ 
dence, prosecutors can decide 
to shelve the case against the 
ex-minister, refer it to an exam¬ 
ining magistrate or send it 
straight for trial. 

Political analyst Jerome 
Fourquet said Tron's resigna¬ 
tion might help "calm things 
down" for Sarkozy. 

The president had handled 
the Strauss-Kahn affair well but 
was under pressure over similar 
accusations against a member 
of his own government, said 
Fourquet, who works at the 
Ifop polling institute. 


it was the first state to respond 
to her proposal. 

Brazilian officials had pre¬ 
viously confirmed Lagarde's 
trip and said that Mexico’s 
central bank governor Agustin 
Carstens, another leading can¬ 
didate for the position of IMF 
managing director, was ex¬ 
pected in Brasilia on Wednes¬ 
day. 

The so-called BRICS, the 
group of emerging economic 
powers that includes Brazil, 
Russia, India, China and 
South Africa, have criticised 
the Europeans' grip on the 
IMF, but have not yet agreed 
on a candidate of their own. 

The French finance minis¬ 
ter is the favourite to succeed 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn, 
who has been charged with 
sexual assault in New York, as 
the head of the organisation. 

The IMF is due to publish 
the full list of candidates seek¬ 
ing to become the next man¬ 
aging director by June 17. The 
final selection is expected to 
be announced by June 30.

It contains hearty por¬ 
tions of Pakoras, crispy 
vegetarian fritters, Aloo Tikki, 
potato cutlets, Chicken Tikka, 
tender chicken breast pieces 
seasoned just right, and shaped 
and seasoned ground lamb, 
charmingly dubbed “Sheik Ke¬ 
babs.” All is served on a bed of 
sliced onions and brought to 
your table on a sizzling platter, 
and you will want to dish those 
sauteed onions on to one of 
their tasty Indian breads called 
Naan, leaving behind not a sin¬ 
gle cmmb. Main dishes are ac¬ 
companied by a choice of rice, 
mixed vegetables rich with gar¬ 
lic, or Naan, plain, buttered, 
onion or garlic, and you will 
want to order an extra basket or 
two of this tasty delight, on 
which you can spoon your 
main course, as well.

Cuban ballet brings 
'message of peace 1 



British fraudsters' 
excuses to scam 
welfare system 


HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - The 
National Ballet of Cuba plans 
to deliver a ’’message of peace” 
when it left Sunday for its first 
United States tour in eight 
years, its director, Alicia 
Alonso, has said. 

”It will be wonderful to visit 
again... and bring to the United 
States our art, and a message of 
peace and love,” the dance leg¬ 
end told reporters. 

Alonso, who is 90 years 
old, continues to direct the 
troupe even though she is 
nearly blind and has trouble 
walking. 

The group will begin its 
tour on Tuesday with six per¬ 
formances in Washington, then 


perform in New York, Costa 
Mesa, California and Los An¬ 
geles. The National Ballet also 
plans to visit Russia in late 
summer and Spain before the 
end of the year. 

In May, 2010 Alonso re¬ 
ceived a tribute from the Met¬ 
ropolitan Opera House for her 
role in the National Ballet of 
Cuba, which she founded and 
has directed since 1948. 

Cultural exhanges between 
Cuba and the United States are 
rare because of the economic 
embargo imposed on the island 
by the United States since 
1962, and travel restrictions in 
place between the two coun¬ 
tries. 


I One monk, 
one drag 
queen vs 
12,000 police 
at French G8 

DEAUVILLE,France - A few 
hundred campers in a faraway 
forest, one Buddhist monk and 
one drag queen — protest at G8 
summits is not what it used to 
be. 

With nary an activist in 
sight, the Deauville summit 
will go down in history for its 
lack of organised protest, in 
sharp contrast to past events 
like the April 2009 NATO 
meeting in Strasbourg, north¬ 
east France, where rioters laid 
waste to a neighbourhood and 
set several buildings ablaze. 

The 12,000 police officers 
securing the seaside town of 
Deauville, host of the annual 
Group of Eight summit, spent 
most of their time checking 
entry badges. 

Praying alone at a 
Deauville roundabout, Japan¬ 
ese Buddhist monk Sekiguchi 
Toyoshige cut a lonely figure 
as motorbike outriders and 
world leaders in limos whizzed 
past him. 



LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Britons have invented ’’ridicu¬ 
lous” excuses to swindle 
money out of the welfare sys¬ 
tem, from pretending their 
identity was stolen to saying 
an identical twin claimed the 
payments, officials said Sun¬ 
day. 

The government published 
a list of some of the excuses 
used by fraudsters targeting 
the welfare system as it seeks 
to crack down on a crime 
which costs the taxpayer £1.6 
billion ($2.6 billion, 1.8 billion 
euros) a year. 

One purportedly jobless 
person claimed: ”1 wasn’t 
using the ladders to clean win¬ 


dows, I carried them for ther¬ 
apy for my bad back.” 

Some men said they did not 
even know their wife had a 
job, with one telling inspec¬ 
tors: ”1 wasn’t aware my wife 
was working because her 
hours of work coincided with 
the times I spent in the garden 
shed.” 

Other excuses included: 
”My wallet was stolen so 
someone must have been using 
my identity, I haven't been 
working”; and "It wasn't me 
working, it was my identical 
twin.” 

Minister for welfare reform 
David Freud said the list 
proved that the system was in 
need of drastic change. 

"Benefit fraud is no joke, 
and yet our investigators are 
routinely dealing with bare¬ 
faced cheek and ridiculous ex¬ 
cuses for stealing money from 
the taxpayer," he said. 

The Conservative-Liberal 
Democrat coalition govern¬ 
ment has vowed to overhaul 
the system and stamp out ben¬ 
efit fraud.

Schiavone stays on 
course at French 
Open 



France’s Schiavone celebrates her victory over Jankovic 


PARIS (AFP) - Francesca 
Schiavone's love affair with 
Roland Garros continued on 
Sunday as she dug deep to de¬ 
feat Jelena Jankovic 6-3, 2-6, 
6-4 to reach the quarter-finals. 

It was the little Italian's 11th 
straight win in Paris following 
her upset triumph here last year 
and she will next take on Russ¬ 
ian Anastasia Pavlyuchenkova, 
who at 19 is 11 years her junior. 

The 2006 world junior girls 
champion and 14th seed saw 
off her more experienced com¬ 
patriot and third seed Vera 
Zvonareva 7-6 (7/4), 2-6, 6-2. 

Also through to the last 
eight was Marion Bartoli who 
became the first French woman 
to reach the quarter-finals here 
since Mary Pierce was runner- 
up in 2005 when Gisela Dulko 
retired when 7-5, 1-0 down 
with an injury to her left thigh. 

She will next take on the 
2009 champion Svetlana 
Kuznetsova of Russia who de¬ 
feated Daniela Hantuchova of 
Slovakia 6-7 (6/8), 6-3, 6-2. 


With the top two seeds, Car¬ 
oline Wozniacki and Kim Cli- 
jsters already out of the 
tournament, the highest-rank¬ 
ing players left are fourth seed 
Victoria Azarenka of Belarus 
and Schiavone. 

It was the first time in the 
Open era (since 1968) that 
none of the top three seeds 
reached the quarter-finals at 
Roland Garros. 

"For sure it is interesting, 
but in women's tennis now it is 
really open with many players 
playing good," Schiavone said. 

The Milanese former Fed 
Cup champion used all her 
clay-court craftmanship to 
counter former world number 
one Jankovic. 

Using plenty spin and tacti¬ 
cal positioning, Schiavone ran 
away with the first set, but the 
Serb dominated the second. 

The key moment in the de¬ 
cider came, after an early ex¬ 
change of service breaks, in the 
ninth game with the scores 
level at 4-4.

Inter beat Palermo to 
save season 



Inter Milan's captian Javier

ROME (AFP) - Inter Milan 
beat Palermo 3-1 at the Sta- 
dio Olimpico here on Sunday 
to lift the Italian Cup and res¬ 
cue an otherwise disappoint¬ 
ing season. 


It was Inter's fourth 
Cup success in the last 
seven years and 
Palermo's third defeat 
in as many trips to the 
Cup final. 

Samuel Eto'o was 
the hero for Inter, scor¬ 
ing a brace and taking 
his season's tally for the 
club to 37 goals in all 
competitions, beating 
his previous best total 
at Barcelona by one 
goal. 

"In football the im¬ 
portant thing is to win 
and without the victory 
my record wouldn't 
have been as sweet," 
said the Cameroon cap¬ 
tain. 

For Inter boss 
Leonardo it was his 
first trophy as a coach. 

"It's a huge satisfaction in 
an entertaining year, with 
many changes, for me and for 
Inter," said the Brazilian. 

"Being able to finish the 
last game of the season with 
two trophies is fantastic," he 
added referring to the Club 
World Cup, won in Decem¬ 
ber under his predecessor 
Rafael Benitez. 


Hairston banned one game for 
bumping umpire 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Major League Baseball sus¬ 
pended Washington Nation¬ 
als third baseman Jerry 
Hairston for one game on 
Sunday for making contact 
with umpire Ed Hickox dur¬ 
ing a game against San 
Diego. 

Hairston's "aggressive ac¬ 
tions" in the bottom of the 
seventh inning on Friday 
prompted the ban and a fine 
for an undisclosed sum. 

An appeal by Hairston al¬ 
lowed him to stay in the 
lineup for Sunday's game 
against the Padres. 


Hairston said he asked 
Hickox for a time out while 
at the plate and thought it had 
been given but Padres pitcher 
Clayton Richard, a former 
teammate of Hairston, threw 
the ball. 

Hairston made a frantic 
swing, sending a fly out to 
centerfield. Hairston began 
arguing with Hickox and was 
ejected moments later, al¬ 
though Hairston claimed he 
never bumped the umpire. 

"I didn’t push him or 
shove him in any way - and 
the video clearly shows that," 
Hairston said. 



Djokovic, Federer close in 
on semi-final collision 


PARIS (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovic and record-break¬ 
ing Roger Federer closed in 
on a French Open semi-final 
showdown on Sunday while 
hobbling Italian Fabio 
Fognini struck a colourful 
Grand Slam blow for the ten¬ 
nis underclass. 

Second seed Djokovic 
took his winning run to 43 
matches as he brushed aside 
France's Richard Gasquet 6- 
4, 6-4, 6-2 to set up a last 
eight clash with Fognini. 

Federer, the 2009 cham¬ 
pion and third seed, reached 
a record 28th successive 
Grand Slam quarter-final 
with a 6-3, 6-2, 7-5 win over 
best friend Stanislas 
Wawrinka. 

He will next tackle either 
Spain's David Ferrer, the sev¬ 
enth seed, or ninth-seeded 
Gael Monfils of France. 

That last 16 tie was sus¬ 
pended due to bad light with 
Monfils 6-4, 2-6, 7-5, 0-2 in 
the lead ahead of a Monday 
conclusion. 

Unheralded Fognini, the 
world 49, became the first 
Italian man to reach the quar¬ 
ter-finals in 16 years by de¬ 
feating Spain's Albert 
Montanes 4-6, 6-4, 3-6, 6-3, 



Fabio Fognini of Italy ap¬ 
peals to the crowd as he is 
booed after winning the 
men's singles round four 
match against Albert Mon¬ 
tanes of Spain 
11-9 in a 4 hour 22 minute 
marathon. 

Fognini saved five match 
points and needed a medical 
time-out for a left thigh injury 
which may yet rule him out 
of his first Grand Slam quar¬ 
ter-final. 

Unstoppable Djokovic is 
now just three wins short of 
matching Guillermo Vilas's 
record of 46 consecutive 
wins and one shy of John 
McEnroe's mark of 42 for an 


unbeaten start to a season set 
in 1984. 

Third seed Federer has 
reached the last eight without 
dropping a set as he contin¬ 
ues to thrive at a Roland Gar¬ 
ros tournament where the 
world's top two, Rafael Nadal 
and Djokovic, are expected to 
reach the final. 

Fognini saved five match 
points and battled crippling 
cramps to defeat Montanes. 

The 24-year-old had been 
4-1 down in the final set, then 
controversially called for 
treatment for cramping in his 
left thigh when he was two 
points from defeat in the 14th 
game of the decider. 

But despite only able to 
move from side to side, and 
being called for a series of 
foot faults, he stunned his 30- 
year-old opponent, fighting 
off two match points in the 
16th game of the final set and 
three more in the 18th. 

Fognini is first Italian man 
in the last eight in Paris since 
Renzo Furlan in 1995. 

But Fognini, who was vir¬ 
tually rooted to the spot, with 
little movement as his injury 
took hold, admitted he may 
not be able to make his quar¬ 
ter-final date.

Donald wins PGA and 
takes world No.l spot 

claimed the PGA Champi¬ 
onship and the world number 
one ranking after a dramatic 
play-off against Lee West- 
wood at Wentworth on Sun¬ 
day. 

Tied at six-under par, the 
pair re-played the 18th - a par- 
5 - where Westwood put his 
approach shot into the water 
surrendering the title and his 
top spot in the rankings. 

Donald was safely on the 
green in three and when 
Westwood failed to hole his 
chip from dropping zone he 
handed his rival the title.

England's Wheldon wins 
Indianapolis 500 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
England's Dan Wheldon cap¬ 
tured a dramatic centennial 
edition of the Indianapolis 
500 on Sunday after Ameri¬ 
can rookie leader J.R. Hilde¬ 
brand crashed on the final 
turn of the last lap. 

Wheldon, a 2005 Indy 500 
winner now unable to find a 
full-season ride, was runner- 
up the past two years and ap¬ 
peared destined for another 
second-place showing until 
23-year-old Hildebrand 
slammed into the outer wall. 

"It's just an incredible 
day," Wheldon said in Victory 
Lane. "I’m struggling being a 
part-timer right now. It's a 
fantastic achievement being 
here." 

Wheldon sped across the 
finish line first after 200 laps 
around the famed 2.5-mile 
(4km) Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway oval while Hilde¬ 
brand, trying to manage a vic¬ 
tory on a low-fuel tank, 
skidded across second in his 
wrecked car. 

"We were way at the end 
of the fuel stint," said Hilde¬ 
brand, who escaped injury. "I 
knew the guys behind me 
were coming hard. I went on

the high side and as soon as I 
did I got into the marbles and 
went into the wall." 

American Graham Rahal, 
a 22-year-old American try¬ 
ing to become Indy's 
youngest champion, was 
third followed by Brazil's 
Tony Kanaan in fourth with 
Spain's Oriol Servia fifth. 

Defending champion 
Dario Franchitti went from 
the lead to the pits for fuel 
with 36 laps remaining, hop¬ 
ing to reach the finish without 
another stop.
